Elmina is 
an Elba Erica by Prince Benson of Ballin- 
dalloch and out of Ellery (58595) by Planet 
of Duthil (35008), and was calved on Jan- 
uary 24th, 1924. 

Bettina is a Blackbird by Prince Benson 
of Ballindalloch (51308) and out of Betonica 
(58593) and she was calved on March 12th, 
1925. It is noted with especial interest that 
the dams of both of these cows were bred at 
Doonholm. 

“Tl read with interest” says Col. Kennedy 
“in your Journal the progress the breed is 
making in your country. If we could get 
rid of the foot and mouth disease in Eng- 
land (Scotland has been free for some time 
now) it would help the breed over here tre- 
mendously by enabling us to take part in 
the export trade.”

The seventh annual fat 
stock show at the Bourbon 
Stock Yards, Louisville, Ky., 
was not only the largest that 
has ever been held in the 
South, but the best one, says 
the Lexington Herald. The 
cattle had been given a heavy 
feed of grain over a long 
period and they sold much 
better, according to the cor- 
responding condition of the 
market, than they did last 
year. Entries were shown by 
the Junior Agricultural Club 
baby beef members, Smith- 
Hughes Agricultural Clubs, 
the University of Kentucky 
and adults from Kentucky 
and Tennessee. Most exhibi- 
tors had one or more car- 
loads in the show but there 
were many who had groups 
of five or ten steers. Pro- 
visions had been made t 0 
take care of all those who 
wanted to enter the competi- 
tion. While the show was of 
greater proportions this year, 
there was also more interest 
shown in the event. A larg- 
er crowd followed the judges 
through the pens all during 
the day and when it came 
time to select the grand 
champion steer of the show, there was a 
crowd of four or five hundred to watch the 
judges’ work. Each division of the show 
was judged separately. The best carload 
and best individual in the Junior Club de- 
partment was selected and at the same

The best steer of each di- 
vision came together for the 
grand championship of the 
show. Then the best carload 
of each department vied for 
grand championship honors. 
The Garrard County Calf 
Club walked away with hon- 
ors again. For the past five 
years these Junior Club boys 
have won the grand cham- 
pion carload of cattle of the 
show and for the past six 
years a member of this club 
has produced the grand cham- 
pion single steer of the show. 
Available records show that 
this club has the record of 
most consistent winning of 
any club in the country, 
where competition is open to 
adults and other club pro- 
jects. The people of Garrard 
county have gone in for the 
baby beef work with more in- 
terest than any other section 
and their winnings show that 
they have been in earnest 
about the work. This club 
has always used the one 
breed of cattle, Aberdeen- 
Angus, and that gives them 
an advantage over the counties using mix- 
ed breeds. The pure bred cattle breeders in 
that territory have co-operated with the 
County Agents and made it possible for the 
boys and girls to have calves at reasonable

MEAT CONSUMPTION THROUGH 1928 
EQUAL TO THAT OF 1927. 

} According to the annual review of the live stock and meat sit- 
uation issued the last days of December by the Institute of Amer- 
ican Meat Packers through its president, Wm. Whitfield Woods, of 
Chicago, the production and consumption of meats during the year 
1928 were practically the same as for the preceding twelve month 
period. According to this announcement the production of beef 
and veal during the year was about ten per cent below that of 
1927. Pork products stepped in and filled the gap, bringing the 
total meat consumption and productior. to nearly the same figures. 
The statement says: “The volume of meat and meat products ex- 
ported during the year was somewhat greater than in 1927, but 
the total value of products exported was below the total of last 
year. Nearly one and one-quarter billions of pounds of product 
were exported, the value exceeding $160,000,000.” 

Farmers it is said received for the cattle they had to market 
relatively high prices every month throughout the year. Sheep re- 
ceived higher prices nine months in the year and hogs were rela- 
tively lower at least one-half of the year. The report says “No

of the high mortality of ewes in 
_ —s and many of the troubles ex- 
perienced during the lambing and suck- 
ling period can be traced to the impropel 
care and feed of the pregnant ewe. Ewes 
brought up to lambing time in a good 
thrifty condition will produce strong vig- 
orous lambs, have plenty of milk for the 
lambs and are not so likely to disown 
their lambs. Being in good condition 
they will have a reserve of fat and en- 
ergy to carry them thru the suckling 
period. 

Making use of pasture, oat or wheat 
stubble or corn stalks in the fall of the 
year and thru the winter as long as 
weather and available feed permit is a 
sound and economical practice. This 
gives much needed exercise and lowers 
maintenance cost. If poor roughages 
such as fodder or oat or wheat straw are to 
be used for the remainder of the pregnancy 
period, the ewes should be given some grain 
from four to six weeks before lambing time. 
It is better to use these poor roughages now 
and save the legume hays until after lamb- 
ing if there is not enough for both seasons. 
If legume hay is available, little or no grain 
need be given the pregnant ewes if they are 
doing well. 

Corn silage in amounts from 2% to 3 
pounds per head daily is an excellent succu- 
lent roughage for pregnant ewes. It should 
be supplemented with either a legume hay 
or a non-leguminous roughage, plus about 
one-third pound of grain per ewe daily 
and one pound of pea-sized oil meal to every 
15 pounds of silage fed. 

Timothy hay should never be fed as a 
sole roughage if possible to obtain any oth- 
er roughage. It is constipating, ewes have 
little milk after lambing, and it may even 
cause death. Oat straw, fodder or stover 
may be utilized during the pregnancy per- 
iod by supplementing with corn silage, oil 
meal or with a legume hay.—C. W. Mc- 
Donald.

in Beef Cookery 


Perhaps there is no one article of food 
which suffers more in the cooking than 
does meat. This is doubtless due to the 
fact that the housewife does not have exact 
methods to follow. Meat cookery is more 
or less a matter of guesswork and the re- 
sults are just what one may expect—some- 
times excellent, sometimes poor, but never 
sure. In making a cake or a pie, the cook is 
reasonably certain of success if she follows 
the rules laid down for proportions of in- 
gredients, temperature of oven, and time of 
‘ cooking. 

The Bureau of Home Economics, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, are seeking to 
take the guesswork out of meat cookery by 
formulating standard methods which give 
definite times and temperatures. These 
methods have been worked out through ex- 
periments involving many hundreds of cuts 
of meat. 

Every housewife should have. in her kitch- 
en library the very excellent leaflet which 
has recently been expanded from four to 
eight pages. This is United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Leaflet No. 17. It is 
called, “Cooking Beef According to the 
Cut,” and it may be had by writing to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington,

The title explains the context of the leaf- 
let. As every housewife knows beef cuts are 
of two kinds—the tender and the less-tend- 
er. It is not possible to cook these cuts by 
the same method and obtain satisfactory 
results. The leaflet referred to above sets 
forth the principles of cooking beef accord- 
ing to the cut. 

For tender cuts the following method of 
cooking gives the best results. Sear the 
meat at a high temperature for a short time

until a brown coating is formed. Then re- 
duce the temperature and continue the cook- 
ing. Do not cover the meat and do not add 
water. If meat is cooked in this way the 
juices are held in, and the meat loses little 
of its flavor. The drippings, however, us- 
ually have enough flavor to form the basis 
of gravy. Tender cuts are cooked until 
rare, medium, or well done, according to 
personal preference. 

The less tender and less expensive cuts of 
beef can be made into attractive and delic- 
ious dishes when they are cooked properly. 
The general method of cooking less tender 
cuts differs from the method for tender cuts 
in the steps which must be taken to make 
tough meat tender. Heat, moisture, and 
slow cooking help to accomplish the desired 
result. First, sear the meat, usually in fat, 
until it is browned. After browning, reduce 
the cooking temperature, add a small quan- 
tity of water, and cover the meat tightly. 
Cook slowly until tender. The small quan- 
tity of water which is added in cooking 
extracts some flavor from the meat and 
makes good gravy. 

A meat thermometer has been found very 
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useful by those engaged in 
experiments. This thermometer onal 
to get exact results in roasting. The — 
mometer is engraved to show at what te “ 
eratures a roast of beef is rare, medium, , 
well done.

Cooking Tender Cuts. 


Broiled Steak. 

Select a porterhouse or a sirloin steak 
from 1% to 2 inches thick. Trim the steak 
of excess fat and wipe it off with a damp 
cloth. A steak may be broiled by direct 
heat or it may be pan broiled in a skillet, 
To broil by direct heat, grease the rounds 
of a rack, lay the steak on it, and place over 
live coals or under an electric grill or the 
flame of a gas oven. 

If a gas oven is used, do not close the 
door. Sear on one side and then turn, being 
careful not to break the tender coating 
which holds in the juices. When both sides 
are seared, reduce the heat and turn the 
steak occasionally until cooked to the desir- 
ed stage. 

If a skillet is used, grease lightly with 
beef fat and heat it sizzling hot. Lay the 
steak in the skillet and sear on both sides. 
Then reduce the temperature and cook to 
the desired stage, turning the meat to cook 
it evenly. Do not add water and do not 
cover. Place the steak when done ona 
hot platter, add salt, pepper, and melted 
butter. Garnish with parsley and serve at 
once. 

No definite time can be given for cooking 
a steak because of varying thickness, de- 
gree of heat applied, and personal preferen- 
ces. A steak 1% to 2 inches thick will prob- 
ably require 20 to 25 minutes to cook médi- 
um rare under the flame of a gas oven. 

Rib Roast of Beef. 

Select a two or three rib standing roast. 
Wipe it off with a damp cloth, sprinkle with 
salt, and then lightly with flour. Place the 
roast in an open pan without water and 
with the fat side of the roast up. As the 
fat melts and cooks out it will baste the 
meat. Through the fat covering insert a 
meat thermometer so that the bulb reaches 
the center of the roast. Place the meat ina 
hot oven (500 degrees to 525 degrees F.) 
Sear the meat for 20 to 30 minutes until 
lightly browned, then reduce the tempera- 
ture to about 350 degrees F. and continue 
the cooking until the thermometer in the 
meat: reads about 140 degrees F. for a rare 
roast, 160 degrees F. for a medium roast, 
or 180 degrees F. for a well-done roast. A 
three-rib roast will probably require 15 
minutes to the pound to be rare, 18 minutes 
to the pound to be medium, and 20 to 22 
minutes to the pound to be well done. Serve 
the meat on a hot platter, surrounded by 
browned potatoes or by squares of York- 
shire pudding.

affording a splendid outlet for crops and 
cattle to the West. Portland, Seattle and 
Spokane buyers comb the country clean for 
beef cattle and needless to say Mr. Hall in- 
variably receives a nice premium when they 
take his sleek coated Doddies home with 
them. Because they have to compete with 
the local butchers who know full well the 
value of an Aberdeen-Angus carcass and 
for that reason always stand ready to rec- 
ognize that superiority in fleshing and qual- 
ity by defending it with their better bids. 

Mr. Hall says there are not many Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in his county, for the 
greater part the cattle are of the dairy fam- 
ily. He finds however that the Aberdeen- 
Angus give him best returns and a great 
deal more satisfaction in the way of hand- 
ling. He says “to make a long story short 
there are not enough beef cattle in the Flat- 
head Valley” so it would seem that others 
might well follow the example of Mr. Hall 
in building a fine herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, even in the Flathead range.

turning the meat frequently until browned 
on all sides. Cover closely, place the meat 
in a moderate oven, and cook for one and a 
half hours, or until tender. When the meat 
is done, remove from the pan and prepare 
gravy as follows: Drain off the fat. For 
each cup of gravy desired, measure 2 table- 
spoons of fat and return to the pan, add 1% 
to 2 tablespoons of flour and stir until well 
blended and slightly browned. Then add 1 
cup of cold water or milk and stir until 
smooth. Season with salt and pepper. Serve 
the stuffed steak with browned potatoes. 


Pot Roast of Beef. 


Cuts of beef suitable for pot roasting are 
chuck, ribs, cross arm, clod, round, and 
rump. Select a piece from 4 to 6 pounds in 
weight. Wipe with a damp cloth. Brown 
the meat on all sides in a heavy kettle, us- 
ing a small quantity of beef fat. Slip a low 
rack under the meat, add one-half cup of 
water, cover tightly and simmer until ten- 
der. The time required for cooking can not 
be definitely stated, but it will probably be 
about three hours. Turn the roast occa- 
sionally. Sprinkle lightly with salt toward 
the end of the cooking. When the meat is 
done, remove from the kettle and pour out 
the liquid, and skim off the excess fat. To 
each cup of meat stock, add 1% to 2 table- 
spoons of flour, mixed until smooth with a 
small quantity of cold water. Cook the 
gravy until thickened, add more salt if nec- 
essary, and season with pepper and chopped 
parsley. Serve the meat on a hot platter 
with buttered carrots and stuffed onions.

You may have 
plenty of time to consider the type of work 
that interests you most, and at the same 
time enjoy the jolly social get-togethers 
that add so zestfully to the lives of fun-lov- 
ing boys and girls. I am printing at this 
time three club stories written by two boys 
and a girl who were present at the seventh 
annual club congress which was held in Chi- 
cago recently. The club experiences, so 
simply told by these trip-winners will per- 
haps give helpful hints to the boy or girl 
who dreams of a venture into club work. 
—4-H 
My Club Story. 

We organized our club in December, 1925, 
with Mrs. Ivey Christopher as leader. The 
first meeting was held at the Hufford home 
with eight members present. At this meet- 
ing we elected our officers and named our 
club. We called it the “Friendship Club.” 
We held our meeting regularly every month, 
one member entertaining the club at her 
home each time. 

The project taken up the first half of the 
year was clothing, the second half was 
foods. At each meeting demonstrations 
were given, first by the club leader, then 
by a team chosen to give the demonstration. 
In this way the members were taught how 
to demonstrate. After the required work 
and some outside work 


for that year were health and 
foods. Demonstrations were giv- 
en by Mrs. Christopher and then 
by a team at each meeting. The 
demonstrations given were, fry- 
ing in deep fat, cooking veg- 
etables, making cottage cheese, 
pudding, candy, shortened and 
unshortened cakes, pies, and ar- 
rangement of the table for buf- 
fet service—Ella Frahm, Davi- 
son County, Omaha. 

4-H——— 
Experiences in 4-H: Club Work. 

One bright, sunny afternoon 
in 1923 a small car drove up to 
a rural school house in Lincoln 
County, South Dakota. Two 
men entered the building and asked the 
teacher if they could have a few minutes of 
school time to tell the boys about 4-H Club 
work. The time was granted and the two 
men introduced themselves as W. E. Ditt- 
mer, the county agent, and George H. Val- 
entine, State Agronomy Specialist. Before 
the men had left, nearly ten boys had en- 
rolled in 4-H Club work and a date had been 
set for the first meeting. 

I was one of the boys who enrolled in club 
work at that time, and since then, I have 
been a member of 4-H clubs every year. 
As my project the first year I raised one 
acre of corn, and at the state fair that same 
year I received third place on my ten ear 
sample of corn. Wimple’s Yellow Dent corn 
has been my project each year, and one 
year, in addition to my corn project, I en- 
rolled as a sow and litter member. I have 
been increasing the acreage of my corn plot 
every year and at the present time I have 
a ten acre plot. This year my ten acre plot 
netted me a profit of $309.06. 

I have exhibited samples of corn at the 
local and state fairs during my club career 
and have succeeded in winning quite a few 
prizes. At the Lincoln County fair this year 
my ten ear sample was awarded first prize 
and I was a member of the Crops Demon- 
stration Team from Lincoln County that 
won a free trip to the State fair. The ten 
ear sample which I exhibited at the State 
fair this year was awarded second place in 
the district and third in the state. The 
crops demonstration team 
of which I was a member, 


was completed, arrange- 
ments were made for the 
county achievement day.

I had Duroc Jersey pigs my first year I 
kept one of my father’s sows; penned her 
up in a small hog house and fed her g good 
balanced ration throughout the winter, She 
farrowed in the spring, and had a litter of 
six. I then pastured them on a small al. 
falfa patch from which they did very wel] 
I castrated two of my boars and fattened 
them for baby pork. 1 had one good porker 
which weighed one hundred and seventy 
pounds at four months of age. I showed it 
at the Lincoln South Dakota county fair 
and received sixth place. I sold the rest of 
my boars and my father kept the two gilts 
for breeding. 

At the end of the club season, I found 
that I had made a profit of about one hun- 
dred dollars, which I thought was fairly 
good for my first year in live stock elyh 
work. 

In the fall of 1927 I again joined the poul- 
try club and the sow and litter club. This 
year 1 had White Wyandotte and a few An- 
dulusian chickens. I had over a hundred— 
some were spring chickens, several were old 
ones. I had pretty good luck, for my er 
tries placed at the mid-winter fair at Can- 
ton, the Lincoln County fair, and a first, 
second, third, and seventh at the State fair 
at Huron. I made about forty dollars profit 
on my chickens. 

I again had Duroc Jersey pigs this year, 
and invested in a registered gilt from a for- 
mer club member. I had her all alone dur- 
ing the winter, fed her what a brood sow 
should have, and gave her plenty of exer- 
cise. She farrowed in the spring, having a 
litter of five. As soon as the pigs were 
weaned I put them on alfalfa pasture. I 
showed my pigs at the Lincoln county fair, 
but received no prize for there was too 
much competition, and you had to have an 
unusually good pig to place. 

When the project was finished I sold my 
two boars, had two left, and my sow far- 
rowed a fall litter of nine pigs. I figure 
that I made a profit of eighty dollars this 
year. 

This last summer I won first in live stock 
judging of Lincoln County, and was sent to 
the state state fair. Th‘s closed another 
successful 4-H year.—Melvin Smith.

Compare the figures given 
for Brenton Farms in Dallas 
County, Iowa, and those quoted 
by Col. George Seaman of Tay- 
lorville, Ill. 

“The other factor, the sub-

1926, there were three two-plow 
tractors on these farms. They 
had displaced 27 horses and 
mules and three men. The cost 
of keeping a horse on the Bren- 
ton farms is estimated at $100 
a year. Thus the disposal of 27 
head meant a saving in feed of 
$2,700. Valuing these horses 
at $100 per head, their depre- 


ciation per year would be $10 
per head or $270.

In Behalf of the Horse. 

In the December 3d issue of 
the Journal we quoted some fig- 
ures from other papers show- 
ing the cost of horse power 
compared with motor power. It 
was promised at that time that 
the following issue would con- 
tain figures to counterbalance, 
but due to sickness this was im- 
possible. The figures from the 
three farms that were quoted in 
December 3d issue, were Bren- 
ton Farms in Dallas County, 
Iowa, which includes about 5000 
acres. The figures given from 
this farm were quoted in two 
different papers. Another farm 
quoted was the horseless farm 
near West Burlington, Iowa, 
managed by R. E. Murphy. 
Neither of these farms ap- 
proach any where near tke av- 
erage corn belt farm, from the 
standpoint of the number of 
acres or the money available to 
carry on business operations. 
The other farm quoted was a 
Dakota farm that the writer 
knows nothing about. 

Now rather than take one or 
two farms, let us consider a 
number of farms. Let us also 
be fair to ourselves and take 
figures from uninterested par- 
ties. The U. S. Department 
of Agriculture gives a survey of 
268 corn belt farms in Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois. We quote 
in part. 

Horses Consume Farm Products. 

The average yearly consump- 
tion of feed for a horse con- 
sists of 37.8 bushels of corn; 
22.3 bushels of oats; 1.3 ton of 
hay; 1.2 tons of straw; .2 acres 
of cut stover besides grass and 
stock pasture. The cost of keep- 
ing a horse per year is $86.00 
which includes feed, chores, 
shoeing, veterinarying, harness, 
interest and depreciation.

Feed Cost of Maintenance and Horse 
Labour. 


The work horse may still be considered 
as the principal motive power on the great 
majority of the farms of Canada and con- 
sequently practically every farmer should 
be vitally interested in the feed cost of 
maintaining horses and the feed cost of 
horse labour. Horses can be maintained 
profitably on the average farm only when 
producing motive power at a reasonable 
cost as measured by the amount of work 
done in proportion to the feed consumed. 

With the horse, the main requisite for the 
most economical production of power is suf- 
ficient size and strength with which to per- 
form the ordinary farm work easily, and if 
necessary carry some overload for a short 
period of time. Quality is also an import- 
ant factor, as this usually indicates durabil- 
ity and the capacity to consume sufficient 
feed from which to develop the required 
power. 

At the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Kapuskasing, Ontario, records are kept of 
the feed consumed and the number of hours’ 
work performed by each horse. From these 
data are calculated the feed cost of main- 
tenance and the feed cost of horse labour. 

In arriving at these figures the hay was 
charged at local farm prices, that is, the 
amount it would sell for on the farm with- 
out being pressed or hauled. The grain was 
charged at local market prices. The results 
ra are presented in the following 
table:

It may be noted that the average cost of 
feed per horse per year is $156.65, which 
would equal about 85 cents per day for a 
two-horse team. It should be pointed out, 
however, that this figure represents con- 
ditions where the horses are employed al- 
most every working day in the year at rea- 
sonably heavy work and, therefore, the cost 
of maintenance is much higher than that 
which would be required for an idle horse, 
or even a horse that was working for only a 
part of the time. 

In connection with the feed cost of horse 
labour, it has been found that the greatest 
single factor affecting this is the average 
number of hours worked per horse per day, 
consequently, the particularly high figure 
of 8.7 hours as shown in the above table is 
largely responsible for the rather low cost 
of 6 cents per hour.—S. Ballantyne, Super- 
intendent, Dominion Experimental Station, 
Kapuskasing, Ont. 


Horses 

The following figures upon the cost of the 
horse were taken from report No. 9 pub- 
lished at the Iowa State College which is a 
survey of a number of Iowa farms, upon 
the expense of horses and tractors. The 
average cost per horse is $89.83 of the total 
expense $61.00 went for feed, $12.00 for 
labor in taking care of the horse, the use 


of shelter $9.00 and interest and deprecia- . 


tion ate up the balance. Eleven of the 


farms were operating between four and six 
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horses, six only had four. Any farmer can 
figure this out for himself. He knows how 
many horses it takes to run his farm. 

In considering these figures it must not 
be forgotten that farmers are feeding their 
own products and getting paid for their 
time and interest on the money invested, 
paid for shelter, etc. Another point that 
must be taken into consideration is the fact 
that the above statistics were not taken 
from farms using the multiple hitch. With- 
out a question or doubt the multiple hitch 
will cut down the cost per head to a great 
extent. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture, the 
University of Illinois and the Iowa State 
College do not commit themselves on which 
is the cheaper, however, they show no com- 
plete horseless farms, neither do they show 
that the tractor has any advantage what- 
soever in economical power production. The 
horse does consume farm products. He will 
reproduce himself. Less capital needs to be 
invested and these are big items for farm- 
ers to consider. Out of a large number of 
Master Farmers picked by standard agri- 
cultural papers 57 per cent of them use 
horses completely, not a single one operat- 
ing without horses. The average sized farm 
of these Master Farmers was 315 acres, and 
a tractor can certainly be more economical- 
ly used on a large farm where there is con- 
siderable belt work. The tractor has a place 
in American agriculture but not as large a 
place as some would have you think. As 
yet they have been unable to show that 
tractors are more economical producers of 
farm power than horses. They may quote 
figures from a few farms, but think of the 
other 98 per cent. We must not forget the 
average man because we would dislike to be 
forgotten.

Poultry Department. 
By W. H. Lapp. 


Growing chicks successfully requires constant application to 
details and a real liking for the work. Most people enjoy seeing 
live stock of any kind grow and they are especially anxious to see 
the response in growth and development where they have the re- 
sponsibility of the stock. It is up to them to feed and manage the 
stock in such a way that the best results are obtained. Many times 
difficulty is experienced with chicks because certain factors perti- 
nent to the growing of the chicks are being violated. The producer 
may think they are not very important. Successful incubation and 
brooding requires skill and at its best is not without its hazards. 

Incubation. 

The importance of successful incubation cannot be overempha- 
sized in its relation to the ultimate profit derived from the flock. 
We know that recent years have brcught about some wonderful 
developments in artificial incubation; yet there is still a great deal 
to be discovered before the art of incubation has resolved itself in- 
to absolute certainty based upon established facts. Every season

effort to establish the length of time it 
would take for the chickens to succumb 
after they were inoculated with tubercu- 
iar bacillii; (by eating tubercular livers). 
The first chicken died eleven months lat- 
er from tuberculosis. This would indi- 
cate that the pullet stock is comparative- 
ly free from mortality occurring through 
this disease. Therefore, on those farms 
where difficulty is experienced with tu- 
berculosis in the poultry the replacement 
should be higher than the average of 
one-third to one-half and should consti- 
tute practically a replacement of all the 
stock each year. One can readily appre- 
ciate the importance of incubation where 
the entire flock is changed annually. 
With the advent of the commercial hatch- 
ery the problems incidental to mechani- 
cal incubation become of such importance that various concerns 
have employed a staff of trained men constantly doing research 
work wilh a view of reducing the hazards in incubation to a min- 
imum. During this time the small incubator has declined in popu- 
larity being supplanted by the large type machine. 

There are a number of fundamental principles that cannot be 
violated no matter what method of incubation we use, be it, a large 
type machine, or a small type or natural inclubation. Considerable 
of the success of incubation depends directly on the source of the

eggs for hatching and also involves the breeding stock. We know 
that, “an egg is not an egg” when it comes to hatching—we must 
know something about the stock that produced the eggs and also 
about the care, feeding and management of the stock. Let us take 
for example a case involving the stock. We often hear men en- 
gaged in operating a hatchery state that they are refusing the eggs 
from certain flocks because the records reveal a low hatchability 
or livability. This may be traced directly to the blood lines of the 
stock. In such cases a rapid turn over of the flock is recommend- 
ed, that is, stock from a new source should be obtained. Vitality is 
an inherent faculty and must be given every possible consideration 
from a breeding standpoint. Feeding may be able to maintain vi- 
tality but it cannot put vitality into run down stock which is at- 
tributed to breeding. In a detailed investigation of faulty incuba- 
tion the breeding stock must be given careful consideration. 
Feeding is an important factor to recognize in successful in- 
cubation for illustration; the writer knows of several flocks where 
the eggs were refused for incubation because of low hatchability. 
In these particular cases the cause was attributed to the feeding 
of milk in excessive quantities. When the milk content was reduc-

reen food. The writer is familiar with a 
aaa where the producer fed green food to 
excess and in this way weakened the eggs 
for hatching. A bird should have about one 
ounce of green food a day. When we con- 
sider that the total consumption of feed per 
bird a day is about four ounces we cannot 
fill the birds with green food to the extent 
that they do not obtain sufficient other 
food to make up the necessary requirements

chicks. The eggs placed in the incubator 
should be as free as possible from filth and 
dirt; otherwise this may be a source of con- 
tamination. The interior of the machine 
should be disinfected throughout, prior to 
placing the eggs in the machine. The same 
applies to egg trays and nursery drawers. 
Recent experiments have proven that 
some chick diseases can be transmitted in 
the incubator, therefore, it is a good plan to 
disinfect the machines while the eggs are in 
the machines. There are a number of dis- 
infectants that are efficient when applied to 
the machine while the eggs are incubating. 
The base of the most of these is formalde-

for a strong egg. Here again we do not 
want to leave the impression that green 
food is not a desirable supplement in feed- 
ing, however, we do want to impress the 
producer with the importance of using judg- 
ment in feeding. 

One of the most common fallacies prac- 
ticed by the producer in managing stock 
for breeding purposes is the lack of ade- 
quate mash hopper space to take care of 
the birds. This holds true also from the 
standpoint of egg production. 

Disease Control and its Relation to 
Successful Incubation. 

The most important factor to consider in 
disease control is sanitation. This applies 
to the care of the breeding stock and also 
to the incubator. 

Breeding stock should be kept on ground 
that is free from contamination of organ- 
isms that may cause specific outbreaks of 
disease such as Bacillary White Diarrhea or 
Coccidiosis. Such areas are often difficult 
to determine yet it is folly to place stock 
on ground where difficulty was experienced, 
in previous years unless some attempt has 
been made to eliminate the contamination. 
Plowing the ground several times a year 
will assist materially in reducing the 
trouble. Sometimes we find sprays of one 
kind or another recommended for use on the 
ground for the purpose of eliminating dis- 
ease bacteria that might be prevalent in the 
soil. This practice is not reliable because 
the soil breaks down the efficiency of many 
of the chemicals employed in this way. 

A solution of lye water used as a cleans- 
er in the poultry house is recommended 
very highly by many poultry producers and 
authorities. 

Cleaning the Incubator. 
_An unclean incubator is the source of con- 
siderable contamination and may result in 
poor hatches and high mortality in the 


hyde. 

Recent experimental work reveals the 
fact that humidity plays a very important 
part in the hatching more so than we were 
inclined to consider in the past. Be sure 
that the machine is supplied with plenty of 
moisture during the entire period of the 
hatch. 

There is still a great deal to be determ- 
ined regarding these factors yet the work 
done so far is very encouraging and will as- 


sist materially in obtaining better results in 
incubation.

New Herds in Virginia. 

Prof. L. I. Case, Blacksburg, Virginia, 
writes as follows: “There seems to be a re- 
viving interest in the breeding of pure bred 
beef cattle in the state. While I do not have 
any census figures of any kind to prove it, 
it appears that the interest in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle is growing more than that of 
other breeds. The state association has 
been dormant for the past few years but in 
talking with breeders in different sections 
of the state it looks as though it would be 
revived and perhaps annual sales continued 
soon. Several new Aberdeen-Angus herds 
have been started within the last year.”
